Its possibilities for silage has been thoroughly tested in connection with corn, the beans greatly 
assisting to make a balanved ration. When all these facts are considered, and also that it will grow 
on either fertile or impoverished Soils, either limestone or freestone. its valueis an established fact, 

Many a time a meadow winter kilrs and a catch-cropis needed. Millet has been largely used, 
but Soy Beans mature so quickly that they may 
be sowa at the same time you would Millet and 
the hay ig much more valuabie. One hundred 
pounds of Soy Bean Hay contains twice 1s much 
protein as the same quantity of Miilet Hay. 

Making Soy Bean Hay-=-September is 
the best mouth for making Soy Bean Hay. Begin 
cutting as soon as the dew is off the plants, and 
continue the rest ofthe day. Let the plants lie 
in the swath until the leavesare well wilted, but 
rake them before the leaves become dry and brit- 
tle. They should be left in the windrows for a 
day or two then put in small cocks. Three to 
six days of good weather are required for mak- 
ing Soy Bean Hay. The hay when dry should 
be placed in good-sized stacks or under a shed. 
When stacked the hay should be covered as it 
does not shed rain well. 

What will surprise the grower is the splendid 
‘value of the hulls and stalks after the grain has 
been threshed. Both cows and sheep prefer 
the hulls to clover hay, and eat them ani the 
stalks, dry and woody as they seem, and like 
them fully as well as the clover. 

Time of Planting aud Cultivation 
e=Soy Beans are nota lazy man’scrop. They re- 
quire as much skill and patience as the potato 
crop. Plow your land early in the spring, if 
possible, selecting soil thatis not too foul with 
weeds. Prepare and cultivate the same as for 
corn, giving frequent harrowings to kili the 
weeds as they appear; therefore, wait until corn 
planting time before planting the bears. Plant 
in with the corn orinalternatingrows. Sow 3-4 
bu. to the acre. We advise planting in drills 
about 36 inches apart, 2 or 3 inchesin the drill.

First as an 
experiment, and I soon found out tneir feeding value not only as a milk producer but in the saving 
of feed. For three years I have used no mill feed during the winter and my cows are in better 
condition and come out in the spring healthier than when I depended largely on mill feeds. Also, 
I save a goodly sum in the purchase of these feeds. I fit my soilfor corn by thoroughly plowing 
and harrowing good enough for seeding. I mix one-half bushel of beans and one-half bushel of 
corn together and plant with a corn planter. The beans grow and twine around the corn stalks, so 
at the time of harvest any good corn harvester will out and bind the crop. Some claim the ground 
has to be inoculated, but I find I have as good results on ground that will raise good clover with- 
out the aid of inoculation. I would advise any farmer with a silo to raise at least one acre and try 
them, and in filling the silo put in corn clear for a distance, then a large fork full of straw. Then 
put in the beans and corn, then a large fork full of straw, then corn again. In this way you will see 
when you come to the beans and can readily see for yourself the increase of milk. The raising of 
the Soy Beans has gone beyond the experimental stage.
